MAErET ACTIVIJy During the past quarter eBay has offered far more boards than we've seen in quite 
awhile. Sadly, most have been (and many remain) overpriced, and we'll likely have plenty of time to contemplate 
them before a sale is achieved. There's a nice assortment of Whitman Third Edition titles (including scarce half 
dollar boards) in better shape than typically seen. Priced at the high end of retail, the seller is entertaining offers. 
The same may be said for the quintet of nicely preserved Colonial boards that appeared recently (as of this writing 
one has already sold). 

Many of the more common board varieties seen as BIN (buy it now) listings since the last issue of CBN feature 
partial sets of coins, and most of these are rolling over each month without a buyer. One nice auction listing was a 
very early Oberwise board for Eagle and Indian Cents. Unfortunately, it was damaged and stained and sold at a 
price that almost reflected solely the value of the coins. 

Easily the nicest score was a quartet of very clean Lincoln Printing Company boards that was offered by a 
mainstream auction company. These included varieties Ll0Aa.2, Ll0Be, L50Ab.l and L50Bc.2. The Early 
"Nickles" board was sealed in plastic, and the seller couldn't guarantee that the coin in the 1912-S slot was actually 
made in San Francisco. I was thus reluctant to bid on that lot, but the buyer assures me that it is indeed the correct 
coin. The Buffalo board features a similar erroneous spelling of its denomination, adding to its vintage charm. 

ECCE LPEATE§ Bless that Joseph Oberwise; he rarely fails to come up with something new. OlO0By is the 
latest printing seen thus far for Mercury Dimes and has dates through 1945, mintages through 1944. Strangely, 
unprinted openings were left within the 1945 dates, and a similar oddity is found with the earlier OlO0Bk.2.
